The committee on medical legislation 


yesterday presented to tlio State Medical 
society the draft of a bill to be presented 
at tho next session of the legislature reg- 
ulating the practice ot medicine in Wis- 
consin . Very circumspectly tbe dratter& 
of this measure hud avoided the intro- 
duction of Buoh demands or details as 
would tend to prejudice the general 
public .against it as an attempt at olaae, or 
even "school" legislation. In substance 
its proyisions ars these: On or before 
May 1 of next year tbe governor is to 
appoint an^exarmmng board of seven 
competent and reputable prautiorjers, 
who are to organize by June 1, and 
thereafter hold examinations on tbe first 
Tuesday of 
January 
and July in 


Madison, and of 
April and Octo- 


ber 
in 
Milwaukee, annually. 
A8 


a pre-reqaisite to 
such examination, 


each candidate is to present a certificate 
of good moro! character from som& repu- 
table licensed pructitioner, and a diplo- 
ma granted by a college of recognized 
standing. 
The examination itself is to 


test not his "school" or personal methods 
end theories, but rather his practical at- 
tainments and skill in anatomy, physio- 
logy, pathology, therapeutics aud kin- 
dred soioncss. AU such examinations 
shall be public, conducted in writing' 
and the records permanently filed. Li- 
censes thus granted, must be registered 
in tho county wherein the licersee re- 
sides and are revocable only for profes- 
sional malpractice or imniorelity. Per- 
sons now practicing' may and must 
become licentiates .before January 1st, 
1890, by similarly registering without ex- 
amination merely upon presentation of 
their diplomas. To practice or oiler to 
practice without a license is made a m:s- 
deanienor and punishable as such. 


This measure Dr. Scnn attacked with

is at present enjoying us lively a church 
quarrel 4s often falls to the lot ot towns of 
its size to have, and it all has arisen, over a 
pair of ducks. 


It happened in this way: A clergyman 


from a largo city in the State of Now York 
went to this town to tako charge of one ol 
the local churches, anil, as later events 
proved, ho was not well versed in tho ways 
of tho co'jntry. After he had been In hid 
new location for about two months, ono day 
ho was walking along tho street when ho 
saw two clucks •walking down tho street. 
Ho liked tbe looks of tlioso birds very much 
indeed, and tc thouffht that they would 
mako lit least ono good meal for'him. No 
soo:iev had the thought struck him than ho 
acted upon it, and taking a duck under cucU 
arm ho started on !iis vray home. 


Arriving there lio chopped the birds1 


heads off and had thorn cooked for his din- 
ner. 
Ho oat and was happy, but not many 


days later a negro neighbor put in an ap- 
pearance and said tho ducks wore his and 
wanted to know by what right he had taken 
possession of them. The clergyman, only 
ploadccl innocence and offered to pay for tha 
birds ho had oaten. Tho colored owner said 
that thoy were trained decoy ducks, and 
that ho would accept 810 for tho birds but 
bemoaned their loss. The clergyman, how- 
ever, would or could not appreciate tho 
value of. decoys, and declared ho would 
only givo the ricgi'o fS.50. Tho negro finally 
accepted this amount -.infler protest. Tho 
story, however, soon spread tru'ougliout tho 
village aud caused no ond of talk. Somo of 
tho minister's pariahotiers talked pretty 
loud, and one woman declared that it was a 
Bhamo that a cloi-gyman should ao through 
tlio street and steal a poor negro's ducks, 
and declared that tho minister was no man. 
if ho did not pay tho ni an S10. 


Thoso words came to the clergyman's cars, 


and great was his wrath thereat. Ha de- 
clared that unless tho woman took back her 
words and came and .apologized to hi™ ho 
would expel her from the church. But her 
•woman's texper was tip and sho reiterated 
her statements concerning her'spiritual ail- 
•viaer, and declared that he bad no right to 
expel her from tbcchurch. Thus it went on 
until Easter Sunday ho declared at tho 
morning service tha; Jlrs. 
was expelled 


from all further rights and privileges iu the 
churcb, Sinco this time some of tho other 
clergymen have loccorno interested in. tho 
trouble, and-uro now endeavoring to heal 
tho breach and quiet tho disturbed waters. 
How their efforts will succeed remains to be 
soen.

Tbero is plenty ol work, says tho London 


Tmlli, lor the, daughters of l!io middle 
classes to do, if parents will only teach them 
how lo prepare fc.r tho many employments 
whicli arc open to them, and if the girls 
themselves, when employment is at tlioir 
command, will only frankly accept it and 
work bravely at it,, instead ot maundering 
pestilent rubbish about occupations that arc 
not ''genteel." For instance, :s it not a 
National shame and disgrace that good cook8 
ahou'd be so scarce, and that well-to-do peo- 
plo should liavo bitterly to complain that 
their lives arc made a burden to them by 
that "something" whicli is perpetually 
tfoing wrong in tho kitchen — ,30 wrong, in- 
deed, that U'hen special guests arc enter- 
tained, the dinner has to bo sent in from the 
pastry-cook'sl TVhy do not middle-class 
mothers, whoso husbands only earn a mod- 
erate income, toach their girls to cool;, and 
cook thoroughly, beginning tho course of 
culinary tuition, say, at ten years of agcT 
It is (it that age thai a French marmtton 
begins bis education in the kitchen, and at' 
twenty ho is fit to bo a. second or third cook. 
In this country there is an absurdly mis- 
chievous notion that a girl can be made a, 
competent eook by a desultory course of 
training extending over somc'six months. In. 
reality sho will require from six to eight 
years beforo she can cook cfliciently. I nm. 
not such a visionary as to imagine that tho 
middle class mother can always afford to ap- 
prentice her daughter to a first-rate c7ic/,ior 
to pay a heavy premium for her to enter as 
an "improver" in the kitchen of a club; 
but she can have the foundation of the girl's 
training laid by sending her lor a short 
time to a lirst-rato school of cookery, and 
continuing the training day by day, week 
bv week, and month by month at homo. 
Nor would it be difficult Tor her to make tho 
acquaintance of ono ot those professed 
female cooks who go out " on job," and who 
for n very small sum would give tho girl 
some useful hints about making sauces, 
garnishing and dishing up; and finally, tho 
girl herself should be taught to lovo tho. 
art of cookery, and on her shelE ono 
of her moat prized volumes should bo, 
a thoroughly cood cookery book. It must 
be remembered that boiling a potato well is, 
neither tbe beginning nor the end of goodj 
cookery; the science is essentially an cx-l 
pcrimcnUil occ, ar.d consequently, any onO; 
practicing it should bo continually incited to 
make culinary experiments in the way of 
concoctiug savory made-dishes or pretty 
little tiny Idckshaws. It may be objected 
that these experiments would cost a great 
deal of money. As ;i umltur of fact, they 
would cost very little. The simpler kinds 
ol vegetables arc cheap enough; a mado' 
dish can be as well prepared from block or- 
naments as from tho superior categories o£ 
meat; and flour, spices, butter and sugur 
would, as an outlay, bo certainly not ruin- 
ous to the family, when it is consid-l 
ered 
that 
they „.. would 
partake 
of. 


tho 
dishes 
prepared, and that thoso' 


dishes would grow nicer and nicer every r 
flay as tho youthful cook progressed in her; 
art. 
A professed female cook-"is worth 


from £30 to £70 a year wages ; and a young 
iady would not in tho slightest dcgrco 
derogate from her social position by ac- 
cepting such a post, sooing that tho cook Is 
emphatically Queen of tho Basement, and 
that not only her fellow-servants, but her 
employers, if they tiro sensible folk, must 
defer to her, for she literally rules tho 
roast.tind appeals to all our feelings through 
tho potent modinm of the stomach. 


Again, I fail to see why girls of tho 


middle classes should not be trained, and 
carefully trained, to go out as ladies' 
maids, to fill which responsible, and com- 
fortable and even elegant, posts they would 
take no harm if. in addition to being com- 
petent dress-makers and efficient hair-dress- 
ers, they did not forget their French, and 
especially if thoy cultivated their caligraphy 
and their orthography. A •uiturod /cmmo 
do ctemore soon becomes moro than, half- 
tho private secretary of tho crawls (Liane, 
whose service sho enters, and is valued ac- 
cordingly. I will not say any thing at 
prgscnt about tho desirability of training 
middle-class girls to be artists. In tho first 
place, because South Kensington girls and 
Slade School girls have 
an unhappy 


tendency when they have had a little sup- 
erficial training in art or ivasto their 
time in painting ambitious pictures ia 
oils for exhibition at tho Royal Aca- 
demy, which pictures, as a. rule, aro not dis- 
played on tho walls of Burlington Houso; 
and, nest, it must bo remembered that tho 
lovo of art is a gift, and not an acquire- 
ment, and that tho mediocre artist is as 
helpless a creature as the mediocro musi- 
cian. But I repeat there area very largo 
number ol suitable and remunerative em- 
ployments open to young women, if only 
they aro sedulously trained up to them. 
They can, for instance, enter life as clerks, 
book-keepers, shop assistants, type-writers, 
short-hand correspondents, nurses, hotel- 
keepers, advertising canvassers and com- 
mercial travelers— tbo last a calling which 
is ignorantly assumed to be monopolized by 
men. Then, a well-educated, well-mannered 
girl, quick at her needle, and a clever cut- 
ter, need not abandon her home, but can 
make a comfortable addition to her meager 
allowance of pocketrinoncy, if sbo will on!;- 
condescend to go out a few mornings evcny 
rreek to ladies' houses to overlook and keep 
wardrobes in repair. The needlewoman who 
docs condescend to undertake such work is, 
as a rulo.!oither coarse, clumsy, or fractious, 
or an uppish young party wlio doea her 
work, it is true, fairly well, but does a very 
littlo of it, ;md who is, besides, sadly hurt 
if sho bo not provided with an. elaborato 
lunch, moistened with claret, and followed 
up by tho facilities for taking a alight nap.
